OCTOBER 28, 1968, is the fiftieth anniversary 
of Czechoslovakia's Independence Day. 


Modern Czechoslovakia is the successor of a 


series of states, governed by a succession of 
rulers. It is named for the Czechs and the Slo- 
vaks—the Czechs live mainly in once Austrian 
Bohemia (in the west) and Moravia (center), 
the Slovaks in once Hungarian Slovakia (in the 
east). Ruthenia, mainly Ukrainian, was added

in 1919. The two official languages, Czech and 
Slovak, are very similar. Czechs represent about 
65 per cent of the total population, and Slovaks 
about 29 percent. 


A desire for unity and independence had 


grown through centuries of division, occupation 
and repression. The collapse of the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire and the outbreak of World 
War I provided an opportunity, taken by 
Thomas Masaryk (1850-1937), to win support 
for the national cause. After a bloodless revolu- 
tion he became the first president of Czecho- 
slovakia in 1918. 


The first republic was liberal and democratic; 


Ecluard Benes (1884-1948), Masaryk's follower, 
.•avas foferij^n''rriitiister" until he succt'eded,KMa- 
saryk as president in 1935. In 1938, the Munich 
Pact, with the vain hope of averting World War 
II, ceded Czechoslovakia's Sudetenland to Hit- 
ler, who had been claiming it for Germany. In 
spite of this, Germany took over the rest of the 
country in 1939 and controlled it until the war 
ended in 1945. Benes returned as president 
until 19-18 when the Communists seized control. 
In I960, the country's name was changed to 
Czechoslovak Socialist Republic. 


Czechoslovakia was a signatory in 1955 of the 


Warsaw Pact, which allied her militarily and 
economically with the Soviety bloc. Recently, 
Alexander 
Dubcek, the Communist Party 


leader, had allowed a cautious liberalization to 
temper the regime: this caused great concern to 
the I'.S.S.R. After several months of warnings 
and censure. Russian troops (with other War- 
saw Pact forces) occupied the country last 
August in order to "normalize" the situation.

He has become self-sufficient.

He sometimes forgets to clean 
his teeth, but not his rifle. He 
keeps his socks dry and his can- 
teen full. 


He can cook his own meals, 


fix his own hurts and mend 
his own rips, material or me- 
tal. He will share his water with 
you if you thirst, break his ra- 
tions in half If you hunger, and 
split his ammunition with you if 
you are fighting for your life. 


He can do the work of two civil- 


ians, draw half the payofone, and 
find ironic humor In it all. He has

Thinks Female 
Aquanauts May 
Turn Trick

LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP>- 


Qfficers of the Navy's Sealab 3 
think they have the answer to 
one of the great problems facing 
men who will spend long weeks 
at great depths under the sea. 


The problem: boredom when 


they're not working. 


The answer: female aqua- 


nauts. 


The intriguing situation arose 


at a news conference Thursday 
as officials disclosed technical 
problems have delayed lowering 
of the 57-foot-long Habitat until 
mid-November or later. 


Five teams of eight or nine 


men are scheduled to spend 12 
days each In the cylindrical sea 
hut at a depth of 600 feet near 
San Clemente .Island off the 
Southern California coast. 


On their return to the surface 


they will have to spend six days 
in 
decompression 
chambers, 


getting rid of atmospheric gases 
forced into their tissues by pres- 
'rsures 19 times that at the sur- 


;• face. 


During that period one of 


their big problems will be bore- 
dom, as it will be for future un- 
dersea workers in mining and 
drilling operations. 


Capt. Grady H. Lowe, com- 


mander of the Naval Undersea 
Warfare Center at nearby Pasa- 
dena, suggested that the best so- 
lution would be female as well 
as male aquanauts. 


Capt. George F. Bond, medi- 


cal officer for Sealab 3 and its 
forerunners, said the Navy has 
no plans to use women In any 
deep-diving occupation, "but I 
see no reason why they could 
not do the work." 


"I think this may come very 


soon," he said, "as coeducation- 
al academic 
Institutions 
go 


more and more Into oceanogra- 
phy." 
Former astronaut Scott Car- 


penter, a Navy commander who 
spent a record 30 days in Sealab 
2 at a depth of 205 feet off La 
Jolla, Calif., in 1965, disagreed 
with Bond's observation that fe- 
male aquanauts probably are 
not needed "at this time." 


"That," said Carpenter, "de- 


pends entirely on your view-
